“$2,500 TO SUFFERERS 


Distressing Conditions 
Already Obtaining in 

West Point and Increas- 
ing Gravity of Situation 
Stressed by Hermance. 


With the announcement Monday 
@fternoon that city council had ap- 
propriated $2,500 to the flood suffer- 
ers at West Point and late reports 
from committees coming in Monday 
night, Atlanta’s quota of the state- 
wide relief fund passed well over 


‘$19,000, with indications the figures 


would be boosted much higher in 
the concerted activities of all com- 
mittees ordered for Tuesday. Fif- 
ty thousand dollars has been set 
by the general chairman as Atlan- 
ta’s final objective and every effort 
will be made to reach that mark 
within the next few hours. 

At a meeting of the general com- 
mittee late Monday afternoon at the 
Chamber of Commerce it was decid- 
ed to set no definite date for the 
conclusion of the drive, but to con- 
tinue until Atlantans had subscribed 
their utmost to the cause. The 
necessity for haste in securing the 
funds was urged upon the commit- 
tee chairmen, and it was stated at 
headquarters that the results of the 
canvassing of Tuesday should car- 
ry the figures many thousands of 
dollars nearer the goal. 

With the reports of the. commit- 
tees came news of acute conditions 
at West Point, which are rapidly 
growing worse as the receding wa- 
ters disclose much greater damage 
than at first estimated. <A few of 
the results of the campaign for 
funds are already visible; some sup- 
plies from neighboring cities have 
been received, but the lack of food, 
fuel and clothing is so universal

Gonzales, of San Antonio, Texas, at 
the court-martial on Governor's 
isjand of Captain Detzer, charged 
with brutality to prisoners in crim- 
inal investigation headquarters at 
Le Mans. 

The charge that Gonzales had 
been compelled to eat the cigarette 
was ore of the most sensational of 
the twenty-eight specifications fac- 
ing the officer who, as commander 
of the 3)8th military police com- 
pany, had charge of investigation 
work in the entire troop area. A 
previous witness had testified to 
hearing the order given, but said 
he did not see what became of the 
cigarette, as he had left the room. 
Gonzales stated that despite the or- 
der he had flung the “butt” to the 
floor of the guard house. 

Gonzales, who re-enlisted in the 
quartermaster corps after the war, 
and who now is stationed at Camp 
Dix, served overseas with the Tenth 
machine gun battalion and fought 
at Chateau Thierry, St. Mihiel and 
Verdun. He testified that he had 
been “picked up” by Captain Det- 
zer’s men in Le Mans and that al- 
though his pass showed he was only 
fifteen minutes late, he had been 
detained for approximately three 
months. It developed in cross-ex- 
amination, however, that this deten- 
tion was due to the prisoner’s phys- 
ical condition. Frequent skirmishes 
between opposing counsel marked 
today’s session. Major William F. 
Kelly, judge advocate, opposed ev- 
ery effort of Lieutenant Thomas L. 
Heffernan, defense counsel, to go 


into the records of certain wit- 
nesses. 

Before adjournment, a new group 
of witnesses for both prosecution 
and defense arrived at Governor's 
Island. They came from the south, 
chiefly from Texas.

Lockhart Ala. December 15.— 
Charged with holding up the cash- 
ier of the bank of Laurel Hill, Fia., 
early today, securing between $1,- 
300 and $2,000 in currency thereby, 
two white men giving their names 
as Bass and Wijliams, were arrested 
in a wooded section ten miles north- 
west of Lockhart later in the day,

Council Wil] Have to Give 
the Board of Education 
$238,920 Additional in 
Order to Meet Higher 
Salaries. 


At the last regular session of the 
1919 city council, held Monday aft- 
ernoon, that body by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, adopted a minority re- 
port of the finance committee rec- 
ommending that the 1920 council 
grant the full schedule of salary 
increases asked for in a petition 
from the Atlanta public’ school 
teachers, and also accepted Fulton 
county’s prosposal to pave Spring 
street, in which the county agrees 
to assume the major part of the ex- 
pense, enabling an immediate be- 
ginning of this project. 

Councilman Claude Ashley made 
an effort to have the present coun- 
cil grant the instructors increases 
as it recently did in response to pe- 
titions from the firemen and police- 
men, but acquiesced in adoption of 
the minority report when the city 
attorney ruled that council could 
make the appropriation, but the 
board of education would have to 
fix the salaries, followed by a 
statement from the chairman of the 
finance committee that the finances 
of the city would just about enable 
it to pay out this year. 

Six members of the general coun- 
cil, Aldermen Hatcher, Wilder, 
White, Spratt, and Councilmen Nut- 
ting and Orme voted against the 
report ° 
Voting for Report. 

Those who voted in favor of the 
minority report were Aldermen Mc- 
Clelland, Seawright, Garner, Styron, 
Richardgon and Councilmen Renfroe, 
Martin, Cochran, Chosewood, Ash- 
ley, Gordon, Golden, Couch, Mincey, 
Landers, Bean, Hoffman, Carpenter, 
Buchanan, Maffett and Bailey—21, 

The measure recommended to the 
1920 council would require 


meet the following schedule: 

Thirty dollars per month to all 
grammar school teachers, assistant 
principals ahd principals and to all 
white diréctors. 

Twenty dollars per month to all 
high school teachers, assistant prin- 
cipals and principals. 

Ten dollars a month to all direct- 
ors, teachers and principals and all 
school janitors in the colored 
schools. 

Also Recommended Raise. 

The minority report was signed 
by Alderman J. S. McClelland and 
Alderman J. R. Seawright, while 
the other members of the committee 
Signed the majority report, which 
wa salso favorable for a raise, but 
asked that council recommerd to 
the 1920 body that as great amount 
as the city’s finances justify be ap- 
propriated to the schools to enable 
the board of education to raise the 
Salaries of the teachers. 

Councilman Nutting offered objec- 
tion to the teachers’ request by de- 
claring that if the minority report 
were adopted council would simply 
be perpetrating a fraud on the 


teachers, as most of the members 
will hold over in office in 1920, and 
it will be impossibie for next vear’s 
body to find $238,000 with which to 
meet their demands. In other words, 
he said they would be recommend- 
ing something to themselves which 
thev could not fulfill.

‘I shall en- 
deavor to determine the woman's 
mental condition,” he said, “and as- 
certain to just what extent she is 
responsible for her actions.”

Probe Begun of Rumors 
That Speculators Have 
Profited by Advance In- 
formation of Decisions.

Washington, December 15.—An- 
nouncement was made late tonight 
by the department of justice that 
an investigation was being made of 
reports of alleged “leaks” on su- 
preme court decisions by which 
speculators had attempted to profit 
in stock market transactions. 

Captain Burke, of the bureau of 
investigation of the department of 
justice, issued the following state- 
ment: 

“On November 23, Mr. Marlin 
Pew, manager of the International 
News service of New York, came to 
Washington and consulted Chief 


Justice White, of the supreme 
court, in regard to the alleged 
leaks in the supreme court’s de- 


cision on the Southern Pacific 
oil land cases. Chief Justice 
White then came to Judge Ames and 
asked him to investigate a report 
by Mr. Pew that a friend had talked 
to him and had said that he had 
been approached by a Mr. B. E. 
Moses, with offices in the Munsey 
building, in regard to profiteering 
by tips on supreme court decisions. 
Claimed Advance Information. 
“Mr. Moses told Pew’s friend that 
he had advance information on a 
supreme court decision, that if 


Pew’s friend would connect him 
with financial agencies able to 
finance the proposition they would 
be able to play the market on ad- 
vance information on the supreme 
court decision, and that much 
money could be made as a result. 
At’that time he, Moses, mentioned 
some decision that would be hand- 
= down, as proof of what he could 
om Leaking Alleged.

Moses told Pew’s friend that he 
had been doing this for some time, 
but he did not have sufficient funds 
to make the profit he might make 
if he had financial backing. The 
friend of Pew’s insisted that before 
he could get the finances which 
Moses desired he would have to be 
convinced that advance information 
on the supreme court decision was 
absolutely obtainable. He told him 
that on November 16 the man 
who furnished him (Moses) infor- 
mation was employed in the depart- 
ment of justice in Washington.

16, and that on Monday morning 
they went downtown and played 
Southern Pacific short, closing out 
when Southern Pacific dropped three 
points..

ANOTHER AMERICAN 
KIDNAPED IN THE RAID 


And State Department 
Thinks It Probable He 
Was Released’ With 
Hugo-—Washington Or- 
ders Investigation. 


Planned to Take Villa, 
But Was Taken by Villa 
And at Once Executed 


San Antonio, Texas, December 
15.—Gaston De Prida, a young 
sportsman, well known at New 
York and New Orleans, who with 
a companion is said to have left 
New York several weeks ago 
with the intention of killing or 
capturing Pancho Villa, near 
Chihuahua, and winning the 
$50,000 offered by the govern- 
ment of Chihuahua state for the 
rebel leader, dead or alive, was 
taken before hé accomplished his 
mission and executed by Villa 
Mwithout ceremony, according to 
newspaper dispatches reached 
San Antonio from Cuidad Juarez. 

When and where De Prida en- 
tered Chihuahua state is not dis- 
closed in the message, nor is 
there any verification of the 
statement available, but the 
source is considered reliable by 
Mexican newspapers of San An- 
tonio receiving the dispatches. 


Eagle Pass, Texas, December 15.— 
American and Mexican government 
officials here tanight had not re- 
ceived details of the release of Fred 
G. Hugo, American ranch manager, 
who was liberated by ,Villa follow- 
ers without payment of the $10,000 
ransom demanded. 

Hugo was released when the Villa 
folloWers left Muzquiz, Coahuila, 
last week, after looting that tewn, 
and is now at Muzquiz. Several 
prominent Mexicans held by Villa 
also were released without gt 


‘ef ransom. 


“Announcement of the release of 
Hugo, manager of the J, M. Dobie 
ranch in Coahuila, and the Méxi- 
cans was made today by G. M. Se- 
guin, Mexican consul at Eagle Pass. 
The news came in a brief telegram 
from General Alfredo Ricaut, com- 
mander of federal troops sent to in- 
tercept the Villa force. So far as 
known here thefe have been no 
clashes between these forces, 

It was reported today that Fran- 
cisco Pardo, the Spanird whose ré- 
lease by Villa was announced Sun- 
day, paid the rebel chtfeftain $3,000 
for his freedom. 

“We've got our Christmas sup- 
plies and will not return until next 
summer,” was the message Villa 
left at Muzquiz when he departed 
Saturday with his men for the Coa- 
huila mountains. They had looted 
virtually every establishment in 
Muzquiz. 

Carranza troops now are holding 
Muzquiz, it was officially announced 
in Piedras Negras, the Mexican 
town opposite here. 


WASHINGTON TOLD 
HUGO IS RELEASED. 

Washington, December 15.—The 
state department was notified of- 
ficially late. today that Frederick 
Hugo, the American seized by ban- 
dits in the recent raid on Muzquiz, 
Mexico, had been released and had 
returned to Muzquiz. Conditions 
upon which he was set free were 
not stated in the message, but the 
department’s announcement said it 
was supposed no ransom had been 
paid. 

The official report came from the 
American consul at Piedras Negras, 
Mexico, and added that it was pos- 
Sible that Phillips, an American 
captured during the raid and whose 
first name was not known here, had 


‘been likewise released. 


The announcement followed ear- 
lier action by the department, the 
embassy at Mexico City and the 
consul at Piedras having been in- 
structed to make representations to

Distillers of “Blue Grass 
State” Have Millions of 
Gallons of Whisky They

Louisville, Ky., December 15.— 
‘Kentucky distillers and more than 
300 Louisville former saloonkeepers 
were jolted by today’s decision of 
the supreme court holding war-time 
prohibition constitutional, The dis- 
tillers, it was estimated, had 39,- 
000,000 gallons of whisky in Ken- 
tucky bonded warehouses, 9,500,000 
gallons of it in Louisville alone, or- 
dinarily worth at wholesale $400,- 
000,000. The former saloonkKeepers, 
after setting the stage for a “wet” 
period, continued the sale of soft 
drinks, while the distillers, with ex- 
portation apparently the only ave- 
nue open to them, flocked to the 
customs house for. export stamps. 
Pessimism, however, was evident. 
Difficulty in obtaining the tremen- 
dous railroad equipment, estimated 
at 8,000 freight cars, and the com- 
paratively- short time limit was 
pointed to as an indication of im- 
possibility of removing only a small 
fraction of stocks to the seaboard 
before January 16 when, according 
to a ruling of Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Roper, all whisky 
intended for export must be out of 
the country. “ 

One distiller, manufacturer of a 
famous brand, apparently voicing 
majority opinion, said he intended 
to keep his stock of 35,000 barrels 
in bonded warehouses and “see what 
would happen.” 

Meanwhile, in view of the supreme 
court’s decision today, Louisville dis- 
tillers and wholesale whisky deal- 
ers who recently disposed of large 
quantities of liqWwbOr under protec- 
tion of federal court injunctions, are 
being subjected to fresh scrutiny of 
District Attorney Gregory, with a 
view to probable prosecution on 
charges of violating the war-time 
prohibition law. 


TREMENDOUS BLOW 
TO NEW YORK WETS. 

New York, December 15.—The 
knock-out delivered John Barley- 
corn today by the United States 
supreme court in declaring war time 
prohibition constitutional came as 
a tremendous blow to leaders of 
the “wets,” dispensers of liquors, 
the wiseacres who have: been pre- 
dicting a wet as well as a merry 
Christmas, and the average man 
with a thirst. 

“We do not care to criticise the 
supreme court and have no com- 
ment to make at this time,” was 
the only statement from <A. W. 
Slaight, executive secretary of the 
Association Opposed to National 
Prohibition. He added, however, by 
way of a “chaser,” that his organ- 
ization was concerned chiefly with 
combatting the eighteenth amend- 
ment and had “no direct interest” 
in the war time act. 

But the “wets” had not entirely 
lost their optimism. E. R. Buck- 
ner, of the firm of Root, Clark, 
Buckner & Howland, who have led 
the legai forces of the “antis,” de- 
clared it all rested with the presi- 
dent and senate whether Americans 
were once more to taste “red liq- 
uor.” If the senate ratifies the 
peace treaty before January 16, 
when the constitutional amendment 
becomes effective and the president 
immediately issues a proclamation 
declaring war and war time prohi- 
‘bition at an end, then all will be 
well, according to Mr. Buckner. 

The blow fell hardest on the 
thousands of saloonkeepers and 
their white-aproned assistants, who 
have been preparing to pass the 
Yuletide with unprecedented sales. 
Motor trucks were tuned up await- 
ing the signal for a dash to the 
warehouse and return; advertising 
posters and pamphlets had rolled 
from many a printing press. All 
that was lacking was immunity 
from the law.

publican senators declared today 
that the president’s statement that 
he had no compromise to offer, no 
concessions to make on the treaty of 
peace, went far to kill whatever 
chance remained for agreement in 
the senate without an open revolt 
by democrats against the white 
house, 

Senator Hitchcock, the adminis- 
tration spokesman, took no _ such 
pessimistic view, as he did not con- 
cur in the interpretations placed 
upon the president’s statement that 
Mr. Wilson did not desire any over- 
tures for a compromise to come 
from the democrats. 

Senator Lenroot, of Wisconsin, 
leader of the ‘‘mild reservation” re- 
publicans, said he believed that 
chances for compromise ratification 
were extremely remote in view of 
the president’s stand, and he sug- 
gested passage of a resolution de- 
claring a state of peace with Ger- 
many as the only solution for a 
formal ‘ending of the _ technical 
status of war. 

Views of Democratic Leaders. 

Persistent efforts were made to 
have it appear that the president’s 
statement was a virtual prohibition 
against Senator Hitchcock or any 
other democratic senator taking the 
initiative In the matter of a com- 
promise and that any democrat ex- 
tending the olive branch was doing 
so without the sanction and indorse- 
ment of the white house. Senator 
Hitchcock took vigorous exception 
to that view, and was represented as 
believing that the white house atti- 
tude had no bearing whatever upon 
the leadership contest on the demo- 
cratic side. 

Some quarters sought to have it 
appear that Senator Underwood's ef- 
forts to bring about a compromise 
would lead to an open clash over 
the minority leadership and a state- 
ment by Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, 
again urging the appointment of a 
committee on conciliation was con- 
strued to mean that he was “off the 
reservation.”

Court Holds That War- 
Time Prohibition Is Not 
Outside War-Time Pow- 
ers of Congress — The 
Opinion Was Delivered 
by Justice Brandeis.

Washington, December 15.— 
The decision of the supreme 
court that added the final mile- 
stone to the long “dry” road, was 
followed tonight by federal in- 
structions to enforcement of- 
ficers in every state to tighten 
the reins from this hour to the 
limit of the law. 

Violators who continue to 
charge heretofore prevailing 
“bootleg” prices, even for sealed 
standards, will be prosecuted for 
both illegal trafficking and for 
profiteering. 

Violators who sell wood alco- 
hol and other poisonous nos- 
trums will be prosecuted under 
the statutes imposing severer 


ishment. The purpose of this 
especial rigidity is to protect the 
public during the approaching 
holiday season. 

In the meantime, with the east 
as dry as the blistering sands of 
St. Simons in July, the Christmas 
exodus has already begun to the 
mountain resorts of the Appa- 
lachian ridge.

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Measure Before House 
Committee—A lle ged 
Hundreds of Papers Face 
Suspension. 


Washington, December 15.—Prov!i- 
sions of the Anthony bill which 
would limit to twenty-four pages 
daily newspapers and periodicals us- 
ing the second-class mail privilege 
in order to conserve newsprint pa- 
per were commended and opposed 
by more than a score of newspaper 
and magazine publishers today be- 
fore the house postoffice committee. 

The bill was supported by publish- 
ers of small newspapers, who de- 
elared they would be forced to sus- 
pend publication unless something 
was done. In opening the hearing 
Representative Anthony, of Kansas, 
author of the bill, declared that 
from 2,500 to 5,000 small. newspa- 
pers face suspension and perhaps 
extinction should the present short- 
age of newsprint paper continue. 
The shortage, the Kansas repre- 
sentative charged, was due to the 
action of the great publishing con- 
cerns in buying up practically the 
entire available supply. 

Reason of Shortage. 

The present acute paper short- 
age, he said, is due to the large size 
of the big city dailies and some 
magazines. Thé large newspapers, 
he added, could eliminate fifty or 
more pages of feature, comic and 
magazine matter published in Sun- 
day editions without loss to the 
public. 

The volume of advertising should 
be drastically reduced during the 
present shortage, he said. 

“The present shortage of news- 
print paper,” he continued, “is due 
largely -to the rapacity of great 
publishing companies which are 
buying up every pound of news- 
print they can lay their hands on. 
The country and small city pub- 
lishers cannot meet this powerful 
competition.” 

Jason Rogers, publisher of The 
New York Globe, speaking in favor 
of the bill, declared some great 
newspapers were profiteering at the 
expense of all the others by pub- 
lishing large editions and carrying 
great quantities of advertising. 

“Smail city and country papers 
cannot get newsprint,” he 
said, “and the big fellows must be- 
Zin to think of the little fellows 
soon or many of the smaller papers 
must go out of business.” 

Opposed by Large Papers. 

Opposition to the measure came 
chiefly from the representatives of 
the larger newspapers who declare 
that restrictions on the size wou 
do little to remedy the situation re- 
sulting from the shortage of paper 
and would serve only to work a 
great if not fatal hardship on the 
large newspapers of the country. 

Speaking for The Tribune, a large 
user of paper, J. Medill Patterson 
declared that the twenty-four page 
restriction would affect only 50 to 
60 newspapers, but to put it into 
effect immediately would bankrupt 
many of the papers. The larger 
papers, he told the committee, were 
willing to accept a 10 per cent cut, 
but were strongly opposed to the 
Anthony proposal, which he esti- 
mated in some cases would amount 
to a cut of 60 per cent, Many of 
the.-larger papers, he added, al- 
ready~had instituted “reductions in 
size amounting to more than 10 per 
cent. 

Suggestions that an embargo be 
Placed on coal to Canada until Ca- 
nadian newspapers, which, he said, 
were using all the newsprint’ they 
desired, agreed to submit to the 
Same conservation program forced 
on the newspapers of the United 
States was made by H. L. Rogers, 
business manager of The Chicago 
Daly News. This action could be 
justified, he added, by the fact that 
Canadian pulp mills used American 
coal, in making their product. 

The prospective shortage of print 
paper ftor._1920 was estimated at 
200,000 tons by Frank P. Glass, pub- 
lisher of The Birmingham News, 
and president of the American Pub- 
lishers’ association. He predicted, 
however, that relief from the short- 
age would come within six months. 

Congress, Mr. Glass’ declared, 
either should give the federal trade 
commission full power to handle the 
entire newsprint paper situtaion or 
should appoint a paper controller 
with power similar to those of the 
fuel administrator. 

Would Destroy Great Papers. 

“The Anthony bill,” asserted Brad- 
ford Merrill, business manager of 
the Hearst group of newspapers, 
“would destroy some sixty-five great 
newspapers, representing in every 
case a lifetime and in some cases 
three or more generations of effort, 
to benefit in only a small degree 
the rest of the newspapers of the 
country. It would place an embargo 
on initiative and tend to encourage 
sluggards.” 

Speaking for the Kansas-Missouri 
Publishers’ association in support of 
the bill, Herbert Cavaness denied 
statements by metropolitan pub- 
lishers that the country dailies and 
weeklies could obtain plenty of 
print paper if they had the initia- 
tive and courage to contract for it. 
Scores of publishers in his section, 
he said, were running on a day-to- 
day basis, had no visible supply and 
were utterly unable to make con- 
tracts at any price for the coming 
year. 

‘Many of them must cease publi- 

cation unless something is done,” Mr. 
Cavaness declared. “They do not 
ask class Gees: only a chance 
to live. ‘fe have in the United 
States the only real country news- 
paper system that exists in the 
world. It is endangered. The end 
is in sight. The country newspa- 
pers are fighting a losing fight for 
their very lives. The large news- 
papers can save them by cutting 
down the size of their own editions 
and if the large newspapers will not 
do this voluntarily then the country 
dailies will keep at congress until 
that body. which we have been 
taught to believe is all wise and all 
powerful, takes some action.” 
_ Representative Randall, prohibt- 
tionist, California, suggested that 
the situation might he remedied if 
the newspapers would 1 refuse to 
accept cigarette advertising and 
thus save paper. 

Hearings on .the bill were con- 
eluded today and the committee will 
start holding executive sessions to- 
en preparatory to filing a re- 
port.

HITCHCOCK OUTLINES 
TREATY COMPROMISE. 

Charlotte, N. C., December 15.— 
Specific resrevations to the peace 
treaty to which the democrats in 
the senate would agree as a com- 
promise were outlined by Senator 
Hiteheock, of Nebraska, administra- 
tion leader, in an address here to- 
night in the interest of Clyde R. 
Hoey, democratic candidate in the 
ninth district congressional election 
to be held tomorrow. 

The democrats “are ready to con- 
fer with and compromise with re- 
publican reservation senators on 
any reasonable basis,” said Sena- 
tor Hitchcock. “They do not think 
reservations necessary, but they 
will concur in agreeing to some, 
for guarding the Monroe doctrine;

diction of the league; for declaring 
that the league has no control over 
our army and navy; that we can be 
involved in war only by,act of con- 
gress; that the plural votes of the 
nations embraced in the British em- 
pire shall be disqualified, and that 
if the United States shall decide to 
withdraw from the league it alone 
shall be the judge of whether its 
obligations are such that it can 
properly do so.” : : 

While democrats have refused “to 
vote for the destructive reserva- 
tions which Senator Lodge _ pro- 
poses,” said Senator Hitchcock, they 
are “willing to meet republicans 
half way in a compromise.” : 

The senator expressed the opin- 
ion in a statement earlier in the 
day that there will be found some 
basis of compromise that will rally 
enough support from republican 
senators to ratify the treaty and 
said, “I expect this to be done early 
in the year.”

Dr. Joseph A. Vance, of 
Detroit, Makes Two In- 
teresting Addresses at 
First Day’s Conferences 
of Interchurch World 
Movement Now Being 
Held Here. 


At the Monday evening session of 
the conference of the Inter-church 
World Movement, now being held 
in Atlanta, Dr. W. W. Pinson, gen- 
eral secretary of the board of mis- 
sions of the Methodist church, south, 
with headquarters in Nashville, de- 
livered an address to the body on 
“National Self-Examination.” 

This was the third session of the 
day, niorning and afternoon sessions 
having been held. Today’s program 
will consist of morning, afternoon 
an@d night sessions, to be held at 
9:30, 2:30 and 7:30 o’clock respec- 
tively. 

Dr. Pinson described the work of 

the home mission forces of America 
through the. Inter-church World 
Movement in co-operating in a study 
of the churches’ present program 
and task in America. 
The survey included a careful 
study of every county in the union. 
It has been declared that something 
like one-fourth of the gographical 
area of the nation 
by any church and that 
and rural sections there are liter- 
ally hundreds and thousands of 
people whom the church is not 
reaching. He called special atten- 
tention to the fact that the ma- 
pority of rural churches are served 
by pastors living away from the 
community and spending in most in- 
stances only a few hours of each 
month among the people whom they 
serve. 

H. L, Anderson, supervisor of the 
rural survey in Georgia, made an 
interesting talk on conditions as 
they have been found in the sur- 
vey he has made of the state. Hp 
showed the great needs as found in 
a& number of Georgia counties. 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session was o ened 
by Joseph A. Vance, of the "Peat 
Presbyterian church of Detroit, 
who outlined the work of the con- 
vention for religious education and 
American democracy, and told of the 
part that the evangelical churches 
of the world must play in its devel- 
opment. Various features of this 
Phase of a nation’s life were brought 
to the attention of the conference 
by Dr. Vance in_ his interesting 
talk. 

“There are two great problems to- 
day in American education,” he said. 
First, the maintenance of an ade- 
quate teaching force for the pub- 
lic school system: of the nation. 
As Seen at present there has been 
a withdrawal of teachers in very 
increasing numbers, Also a falling 
off of enrollment in normal schools 
of those looking to -the teaching 
as a life work. Further, a shorten- 
ing of teaching training courses, 
thereby lowering the educational 
Standards and the growing diffi- 
culty of securing adequate revenue 
through forms of _ taxation upon 
which the schols have depended in 
the past for support.

Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of 
the Georgia School of Technology, 
spoke of the possibilities for Chris- 
tian work in a state supported in- 
Stitution, giving specific examples 
of the excellent work that has been 
done at the Atlanta institution. The 
Y. M. C, A., he declared, has worked 
wonders in the way of inculcation 
of religious principles among the 
students. He also said that a week- 
ly Bible class at the school had 
about 600 active members. 

In addition to these things, he 
further declared, the various fra- 
ternities have weekly Bible classes, 
which meet at the chapter house: 

M. L. Brittain, superintendent of 
schools for Georgia, spoKe of the 
work in the state schools, but ex- 
pressed himself of the opimion that 
the public schools should not be dis- 
turbed by denominational teaching, 
since it was sure. to prove a dis- 
cordant factor in the life of the pu- 
pils and the communities in which 
they were located. 

Dr. Durham’s Talk. 

After Mr. Brittain’s speech there 
was a talk by Dr. Plato Durham, of 
Emory university, who defined 
Christian education in its various 
phases, pointing out that Christian 
education should not be considered 
as opposed to secular education, but 
should be co-ordinated to work with 
it and beside it. 

Christian education, he said, 
should combine with the evangeli- 
zation of the world in producing 
that finest, fairest, squarest type ol 
genuine American that the future 
generations must have.

Had the president on October 28, 
last, when he vetoed the Volstead 
act believed that demobilization had

What the Court Held. 

Justice Brandeis’ decision in part 
folows: 

‘The war power of the United 
States, like its other powers and 
like the police power of the states, 
is subject to and applicable to con- 
stitutional limitations; but the fifth 
amendment imposes in this respect 
no greater limitation upon the na- 
tional power than does the four- 
tenth amendment upon state pow- 


ie en 

“There was no appropriation of 
the liquor for public purposes. The 
war-time prohibition act fixed a 
period of sewen months and nine 
days from its passage during which 
liquors could be disposed of free 
from any restrictions imposed by 
the federal government. Thereafter, 
until the end of the war and the 
termination of mobilization, it per- 
mits an unrestricted sale of export 
and, within the United States, sales 
for other than beverage  pur- 
poses. e ° . 

“The question whether an abso- 
lute prohibition of sale could be 
applied by a state to liquor ac- 
quired before the enactment of the 
prohibitory law has been raised by 
this court but not answered, be- 
cause unnecessary to a deci-

“Did the act become void by the 
passing of the war emergency be- 
fore the commencement of these 
Suits? It is conceded that the mere 
cessation of hostilities under the 


armistice did not abridge or suspend 
the power of congress to restore 
prohibition of liquor traffic as a 
means of increasing our war effi- 
ciency; that the support and care of 
the army and navy during demobil- 
ization was within the war emer- 
gency: and that, hence, the act was 
valid when passed. The contention 
is that between the date of its en- 
actment and the commencement of 
these suits it had become evident 
that hostilities would not be re- 
sumed;. that demobilization had 
been effected; that thereby the war 
emergency was removed and that 
when the emergency ceasd the stat- 
ute became void. 


Action of Congress. 


“To establish that emergency has 
passed, statements and acts of the 
president and of other executive of- 
ficers are adduced, some of them 
ante-dating the enactment of the 
statute here in question. . ° . 
But we have also the fact that since 
these statements were made and 
these acts were done, congress on 
October 28, 1919, passed over the 
president’s veto the national prohi- 
bition act, . . . that the senate, 
on November 19, 1919, refused to 


ratify the peace with Germany: that \ 


under the provisions of the Lever 
act the president resumed on Oc- 
tober 30, 1919, the control of the fuel 
nie. 6@° « that he is still op- 
erating the railroads of whieh con- 
trol had been taken as a war meas- 
ure and that on November, 1919, 
he vetoed senate bill 641 because it 
diminished that control, that pur- 
surance to the act of March 4, 1919. 
he continues to control by means of 
the food administration grain cor- 
poration the supply of grain and 
wheat flour; that through the Unit- 
ed States Sugar Equalization Board, 
Inc., -he still regulates the price of 
sugar; that in his message to con- 
gress on December 2, 1919, he 
urgently recommended that the fur- 
ther extension for six months of the 
powers of the food administration:

“The eighteenth amendment with 
its implications, if any, is binding 
not only in times of peace but in 
Wat,  . i ‘: Furthermore, the 
amendment is binding alike upon 
the United States and the individuai 
states. If it guarantees a year of 
immunity from interference by the 
federal government with the liquor 
PAITIC..< « ~« It: be. difficult to see 
why the guaranty does not extend 
also to immunity from interference 
by the individual states, with like 
results, also as- to then existing 
state legislation. The contention is 
clearly unsound. 

“Did the prohibition imposed by 
the act expire by limitation before 
the commencement of these suits? 
‘ It is contended both that the 
war has been concluded and that 
demobilization has terminated. 

“In the absence of spcjfic pro- 
visions to the contrary the’period of 
war has been held to extend to the 
ratification of the treaty of peace 
or the proclamation of peace. 

““Conclusion of the war’ clearly 
did not mean cessation of hostilities 
because the act was approved ten 
days after hostilities had ceased 
upon the signing of the armis- 
s,s ae Se 
“When the president mentioned 
in his veto message the ‘demobili- 
zation of the army and navy’ the 
words were doubtless used in a pop- 
ular sense, just as he had declared 
to congress on the occasion of the 
signing of the armistice: ‘The war 
thus. comes to an end. If he had 
believed on October 28, 1919, that 
demobilization had, in an exact 
sense terminated, he would doubt- 
less have issued then a proclama- 
tion to the effect; for he had mani- 
fested a strong conviction that re- 
striction upon the sale of liquor 
should end.” 


HISTORY OF FIGHT 
MADE BY “WETS.” 

Constitutionality of the war-time 
prohibition and the prohibition en- 
forcement laws was attacked in the 
supreme court in three different ap- 
peals. One’ came from Kentucky 
Where the former statute was held 
invalid. Two came from New York, 
where both acts were sustained. 

Besides the millions of dollars in- 
vested in brewer¥ and _ distilling 
plants, the decision affects approx- 
imately 60,000,000 gallons of whis- 
ky valued alone at between $100,- 
000,000 and $200,000,000, according to 
internal revenue officials’ estimates. 

The cases of the Kentucky Dis- 
tilleries and Warehouse company, of 
Louisville, Ky., and Dryfoos, Blum 
& Co., of New York, were virtually 
identical and resulted from efforts 
to compel the government to release 
whisky from bond. The third case, 
an appeal of Jacob Rupper, a brewer 
of New York, involved authority 
under the acts to manufacture beer 
containing 2.75 per cent alcohol. 

In arguing the cases before the 
supreme court on November 20 and 
21, 1919, Elihu Root and others ap- 
pearing in opposition to the prohi- 
bition acts contended that war-!'::

prohibition was unconstitutional be- 
cause congress had no power to pro- 
hibit the sale of Mtoxicants within 
a state except under its war power 
which had ceased; that the act con- 
flicted with the fifth constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the taking 
of private property without just 
compensation and that the war had 
terminated, making the act obsolete 
and invalid. It was also cantended 
that the Volstead law (the prohibi- 
tion enforcement act) by fixing one- 
half of 1 per cent as the maximum 
amount of alcohol in beverages, es- 
tablished. a new standard for intoxi- 
cants. Mr. Root also contended that 
the constitutional prohibition 
amendment allowed liquor dealers a 
“year of grace” to enable them to 
readjust their affairs to meet 
changed conditions but despite the 
amendment, which he argued was 
virtually a contract between con- 
gress and the states, the liquor busi- 
ness had been constantly heckled 
with legislation by prohibitionists 
in congress seeking to advance the 
time for national prohibition. 

These contentions were generally 
refuted by Solicitor General King 
and William L. Frierson, assistant 
attorney general appearing on the 
government’s behalf, who took the 
position that the prohibition act is 
still in full force owing to the sen- 
ate’s delay in ratifying the peace 
treaty, that a state of war tech- 
nically exists, that natitonal prohi- 
bition was necessary for the win- 
ning of the war and the establish- 
ment later of normal peace condi- 
tions and that such legislation came 
within the war powers of congress. 

Decision of Judge Evans, 

In declaring the war-time prohi- 
bition act unconstitutional, Federa) 
District Judge Walter Evans in 
Louisville, held the act conflicted 
with the fifth amendment and en- 
joined internal revenue officials 
from preventing the Kentucky Dis- 
tilleries and Warehouse company 


from removing whisky for beverage 


purposes from its warehouses. The 
act, however, was upheld in the 
Dryfoos case by the federal district 
court in New York, which dismissed 
proceedings brought to enable the 
company to withdraw a small quan- 
tity of distilled spirits from bond. 

The Ruppert case was_e slightly 
different from the others in that it 
involved also the right of congress 
to prohibit the continued. manufac- 
ture of 2.75 per cent beer, which it 
was claimed is non-intoxicating. In- 
junctions to restrain internal reve- 
nue officials from interfering with 
the Ruppert concern in producing 
such beer were asked on the grounds 
that the war-time prohibition act 
as well as the first section of the 
Volstead law limiting alcoholic con- 
tent of beverages to a maximum of 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol, 
were unconstitutional. Federal Dis- 
trict Judge Hand, however, dis- 
missed the petitions, holding the 
acts to come clearly -within . the 
scope of congress under its war 
powers. 

The Kentucky case was decided 
by the lower court on October 27 
and the New York cases on Novem- 
ber 14 and all were immediately ap- 
pealed. About eighteen months

torney for the Anti-Saloon league, 
who took part in the case in the 
supreme court, and is in Milwaukee 
today to take~«part in the case in 
the federal court and involving the 
permanent federal prohibition code. 

“About the only hope left for the 
wets in the remaining cases is the 
possibility that the court may hold 
that the brewers could sell 2% per 
cent beer up to the time the federal 
code went into effect October 28,” 
he said. 


DRIVE GN CONGRESS 
PLANNED BY LEGION 


Washington, December 15.—Na- 
tional and state officers of the, 
American legion decided today at 
the initial session of their three-day 
conference here me direct to 
congress tomorro their fight for 
legislation benefitting veterans of 


the world war. 
The drive on congress—the first 


to be undertaken by the new organ-| 


ization—will devolve about § the 
Sweet bill to extend the benefits of 
the war risk insurance act, it was 
indicated. The measure has been 
passed by the house and the legion 
officers, it was said, would go to 
the. capitol with the intention of 
making direct inquiry of senators 
why no action on the bill has been 
taken by the senate, 

While discussioh at the opening 
session of the conference developed 
practically unanimous approval of 
the Sweet bill, many of the stale 
representatives plainly were desir- 
ous of proceeding cautiously in any 
matter pertaining to legislation. 
Frequent warnings were given by 
speakers that the organization 
should work guardedly and give ev- 
ery question careful consideration 
lest the legion become embroiled in 
partisan politics. 

Several delegates expressed fears 
that the proposed visit to congress 
might be construed as having Ppar- 
tisan political significance, but 
Franklin D’Olier, national com- 
mander, explained that the _ chief 
purpose g¢@f the visit was “to explain 
to members of congress the needs 
in legislation for the disabled sol- 
dier and necessary changes in the 
war risk law as we view them.” 

In opening their conference, the 
legion officers heard addresses by 
Director Chomeley-Jones, of the war 
risk bureau, and Secretary Glass, 
both of whom expressed sympathy 
with the purposes of the meeting 
and emphasized that the recommen- 
dations made by the legion repre- 
sentatives would be gratefully re- 
ceived. 

At a meeting tonight participated 
in only by the legion delegates it 
was tentatively decided to urge con- 
gress to combine the war risk in- 
Surance bureau, -the public health 
service and the federal board for 
vocational education under one di- 
recting head. This. arrangement, 
speakers argued, would co-ordinate 
all government activities which 
have to do with the ex-service men, 
whether disabled or not. The opin- 
ion was expressed that state legion 
officers could better co-operate with 
the government with this arrange- 
ment than under the present sys- 
tem. A resolution also was adopt- 
ed opposing the plan of Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, to abolish the war 
risk bureau and distribute its func- 
tions through several departments. 

Another legislative provision 
Which the legion probably will ask 
of congress is the creation of a sys- 
tem of forty-eight state directors 
for the war risk bureau. The Sweet 
bill would establish fourteen region- 
al directors. but the vonference to- 
night held that this section of the 
bill, which it otherwise favored, 
should be revised. 

State commanders strongly argued 
for the forty-eight director plan, 
Saying that they felt the task uz re 
selling the insurance carried by the 
men during their military and naval 
service would fail largely to the 
active heads of the state depart- 
ments of the organization. Unless 
they can be in direct touch with 
what the government is doing, it 
was asserted, their § difficulties 
would be greatly increased. Al) 
were anxious to avoid recourse to

STILL AT WAR! 

The United States supreme court 
unanimously upholds the validity 
of the prohibition provision of the 
federal war-time food control law, 
thus ending a controversy that has 
been hanging fire for months 
throughout the country, especially 
in states that are not “dry” by 
state law. 

This decision leaves little doubt 
as to the future status of the liquor 
traffic, for the only possible chance 
for further legalized sale of liquor 
in the United States lies in the pos- 
sibility of a proclamation of peace 
prior to January 16, when the 
country enters upon a prohibition 
basis by constitutional amendment 
—a chance which seems extremely 
remote. 

The decision, therefore, very 
probably marks the end of John 
Barleycorn in this country so far 
as liquor traffic within the law 
goes. 

The liquor interests based their 
hopes in the main upon their con- 
tention that the law under attack 
became void upon the cessation of 
hostilities on the “western front,” 
and especially upon the completion 
of the demobilization of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces. 

The supreme court holds that 
the country is still at war, and will 
be pending the issuance of a proc. 
lamation of peace by the president, 
which cannot be expected before 
the ratification of a peace treaty 
with the countries with which the 
United States is at war. 

The court undoubtedly is right; 
and all the complications that are 
entailed by reason of the prolonga- 
tion of the existing state of war— 
which, it is true, is technical rather 
than literal—are blamable, not to 
the president, but wholly and e:;- 
sentially to the Wilson-hating sena- 
tors who are obstructing the ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty to work 
out a petty spite against the presi- 
dent. 


DECAY OF THE SENATE. 


John Sharp Williams, senior sen- 
ator from Mississippi, in a letter to 
a friend “back home,” says very 
emphatically that he is through 
with the United States senate, and 
that after his term expires—which 
will be on March 3, 1923—some- 
body: else may have his seat. 

While he is “disgusted,” he says, 
“with the whole political situa- 
tion,” he is especially so “with the 
treatment of international affairs 
as if they were questions of party 
politics, and,” he goes on to say— 
“I would ‘rather be a dog and bay 
the moon’ than to spend one day in 


the United States senate after the 
expiration of my term.” 


Senator Williams’ position and 
his frame of mind are easily under- 
stood in the light of the senate’s 
record of the last few years, and 
particularly in the light of its 
record upon the international situa- 
tion produced by the war. 

It is a record of which any sena- 
tor might well feel ashamed. 

That the senate has deteriorated 
lamentably during recent years 
admits of no questioning. It has 
fallen from the high estate in 
which it stood a few generations 
ago down to the status of a fish- 
wife scolding bee. . 

In the text-books of the present 
day speeches and extracts from 
orations delivered in the senate at 
the various crises of the country’s 
history are reproduced as models 
of argumentative, statesmanlike 
and rhetorical expression; and the 
school boys of this day are com- 


: speeches delivered by senators dur- 
ing the eventful periods of our ‘na- 
tional development. — 

Events following the revolution- 
ary war, the war of 1812, the Mex- 
ican war, the civil war, and every 
other great national crisis, devel- 
oped senatorial utterances that 
stand out as American classics, 
and that will live for all tim. 

Compare the utterances such 
senators, for instance, as Webster, 
Clay, Calhoun, Randolph, Douglas, 
Sumner, Hayne, Hill and a host of 
others—uttered in debate on the 
floor of the senate—with the 
mouthings that have featured the 
senatorial “debates” of recent 
years and particularly with the 
long-winded, partisan, poison-laden 
diatribes that have predominated 
throughout the senate’s considera- 
tion of matters relating to the 
world war and the peace treaty! 

There has not been delivered on 
the floor of the senate during re- 
cent years a single address that 
will hold a place in the country’s 
literature or be remembered in its 
history. 

The reason for this is that the 
senate is not up to its old standard. 

This is no less significant than 
disappointing to the country when 
considered in connection with the 
fact that the quality of the senate 
has been constantly and certainly 
going from bad to worse ever since 
the reform of electing senators by 
direct vote of the people was 
adopted. 

Senator Williams is right in his 
appraisement of the senate, and of 
its attitude toward great issues; 
for the senate of today, instead of 
being—as it was at one time con- 
sidered—‘‘the greatest deliberative 
body in the world,” is little more 
than a political cockpit. 

And big men, men of mind and 
of broad vision, statesmen in the 
truest sense of the word, are not 
disposed to waste their time and 
their constructive talents in it. 

And the country is the sufferer! 


WATER TO THE RESCUE. 


During the last few weeks the 
southeast has suffered seriously 
from two situations, gach distinct 
from the other, but both in a large 
measure susceptible to the same 
means of prevention, either of 
which ought to serve as an object 
lesson impressing upon the minds 
of the people of this section the 
possible benefits to be derived and 
distress to be avoided by water 
conservation. . 

One of these was the recent 
flocd; the other, the fuel famine. 
In certain localities in the west, 
Where the government has put 
great reclamation projects into op- 
eration, dams are built and im- 
pounding reservoirs created to con- 
serve the freshet water for use in 
times of water famine. 

Not only does this make for ag- 
ricultural development, insuring 
the farmers in the irrigable regions 
against drouth, and also to a large 
extent supply a safeguard against 
flood in the season of heavy precip- 
itation, but it also provides a de- 
pendable source of power and 
light and heat to be drawn upon in 
times of emergency and distress. 

The following news dispatch, 
which appeared in a western news- 
paper, under an Ellensburg, Wash., 
date line, at a time when the fuel 
crisis was at its height, illustrates 
this: 

“Federal reclamation officers last 
night released 350 acre feet of water 
from the Lake Natches Storage res- 
ervoir to allow the Ellensburg mu- 
nicipal light plant to continue to op- 
erate by water power. The record- 
breaking cold weather for early De- 
cember has reduced the flow of 
water in the Yakima river so great- 
ly that it would not operate the 
wheels in the light plant, and Wed- 
nesday night the plant had to begin 
using steam turbines, using 15 tons 
of coal daily. Reclamation service 
officials responded to the appeal and 


a huge amount of coal can be con- 
served.” 


If the little brooks and rivulets 
and streams that pour down out of 
the Blue Ridge mountains and 
form the Chattahoochee had been 
dammed and their flood waters 
thus held in abeyance; and if the 
volume of main river itself had 
been checked by a series of im- 
pounding reservoirs, the surplus 
thus being stored up to make power 
to run industry in seasons of low 
water and fuel shortage, the coun- 
try contiguous to the Chattahoo- 
chee would have had less to dread 
in the event of a possible coal 
famine and it would not have been 
so disast~ously inundated in a sea- 
son )»f excessive downpour. 

This southeastern territory ought 
to be virtually immune from pos- 
sible flood disaster and also inde- 
pendent of the coal mines. 

And it will be when its streams 
are adequately harnessed and its 
water resources properly con- 
served.

There were fourteen directors of 
the United States Steel corporation. 
Through the death of Henry C.: Frick 
this number has been reduced to 
thirteen. , 

There are more than 60,000 em- 
ployees of the Steel corporation who 
own stock. The total holdings of 
these 60,000 or more workers prob- 
ably amounting to 275,000 or 300,000 
shares. Steel sells above par. At 
par these shares would represent 
from $27,500,000 to $30,000,000. 

One of the demands of labor is for 
representation in the management 
of industry. It has made this de- 
mand where it has had no monetar 
investment in the concern by whic 
it has been employed. 

The Steel corporation sought a 
partnership with labor by asking 
labor to buy its stock and making 
an inducement to labor to invest in 
steel shares, 

At various times within the last 
two years the suggestion was made 
to Judge Gary that it would be an 
excellent thing to have one or two 
representatives of labor employed 
by the corporation and stockholders 
in the corporation elected directors. 
No attention was paid to these sug- 
gestions. 

Among the charges made by Fitz- 


gineered the steel strike was the 
one that steel workerse had no way 
to have their wrongs corrected ex- 
cept by strike, as Judge Gary would 
not give audience to representatives 
of his labor. 

The charge was incorrect in part. 
Judge Gary always was willing to 
receive a committee of Steel cor- 
poration employees, but declined to 
receive men who were not em- 
Ployees, but claimed the right to 
speak for them and deal for them. 

If labor and capital are to get 
together, they can do So in the Steel 
corporation by having labor repre- 
sented in the directorate. Labor 
owns enough stock to warrant 
representation. 

Not as a privilege or a concession, 
but as a right, labor should be on 
the steel board. It has a big mone- 
tary stake in the giant corporation. 

And as a matter of insurance 
against strike it would be well to 
have labor on the board. One direc- 
tor would mean a good deal. Two 
would be better.

As a consequence of the latest ad- 
ventures of d’Annunzio it must be 
clear to the whole world that Eu- 
rope is on the edge of another war. 
Up to the present moment the Jugo- 
Slavs have remained passive in the 
face of provacations, which, to say 
the least, would have excused armed 
resistance, but further Italian ages 
gressions, any attempt to sieze the 
whole of Dalmatia, will inevitably 
lead to hostilities. 

Whatever the merits of the Fiume 
discussion, the case of Da@imatia ad- 
mits of no debate. In a population 
of nearly 700,000 the Italians of Dal- 


matia count for less than 20,000. 
Outside of the single town of Zara 
they are a hopeless and unpopular 
minority. The desire of the people 
is overwhelming in favor of union 
with the new Jugo-Slav state and 
Dalmatians and southern Slavs gen- 
erally are bound to fight if any fur- 
ther attempt is made by d@’Annunzio 
to extend Italian occupation. 

As usual, in any Balkan affair 
there are many complications to be 
faced in the matter of Dalmatia. 


Thus if the Italians continue their 
present policy the first stép will be 
war between Jugo-Slavia and Italy, 
but almost equally certain will be 
attacks upon Jugo-Slavia by ooth 
the Bulgarians and the Tumanians, 
who have been acting more or less 
in accord with Italians in recent 
weeks. 

Between the Jugo-Slavs and the 


Rumanians the issue is the posses- 


| sion of the old Hungarian province 


of the Banat, one country of which, 
under the recent peace treaties, was 
assigned to the Serbs—that is, to 
the new Jugo-Slav state. The Ru- 
manians have declined to accept this 
decision and have mobilized troops 
with the purpose of invading the 
Banat. The outbreak of hostilities 
between the Jugo-Slavs and the 
Italians would be the sginal for the 
Rumanians to carry out their 
threats. 

As for the Bulgarians, they have 
already attacked the Serbs twice in 
a vain endeavor to gain possession 


of Macedonia. To their old griev- 
ance the latest treaty of peace has 
aded new vitality by ceding to the 
Jugo-Slavs small but important ter- 
ritories on the old Serbo-Bulgarian 
frontier. If Serb troops were re- 
called to defend the Banat and to 
oppose the Italians a new Bulgar 
invasion of Macedonia would be 
well-nigh inevitable. 


Italy relies upon Bulgar and Ru- 
manian assistance and also upon 
a certain amount of separatist sen- 
timent in Montenegro and in Croa- 


tia, largely the result of Italian in- 
trigue. But despite all the handi- 
caps under which the Serbs would 
labor, it is by no means certain 
that the Italians would not be sub- 
jected to a long and costly cam- 
paign and to an indefinite period 
of guerilla warfare. 


War Before Annexation. 
One thing is patent, all the south- 
ern Slavs, Serbs, Slovenians and

Last Night’s Dreams--W hat They Mean 
Did You 'Dream of Prison? 


“Our life is two fold, sleep hath its 
own world,” says Byron, and Joseph 
Granville, that eminent seventeenth 
century divine and philosopher who 
is thought to have anticipated by his 
inventions the electric telegraph, 
says: “We dream, see visions—one- 
half our life is a romance of fiction.” 
Sir William Petty, the great ship- 
builder, proposed it to Pepys, of the 
famous “Diary.” “As a thing truly 
questionable whether there really be 
any difference between waking and 
sleeping,” while Ellis says, “Dreams 
are true while they last—can we at 
the best say more of life?” 

This idea of a duality of existence 
—a dreaming and waking life both 
of equal reality—is the basis idea 
of Galderon’s wonderful drama. 
“Life is a dream”’—which nobody 
reads nowadays, but which every- 


body ought to, for it is worth while. 
The hero of that drama is part of 
the time a prisoner and part of the 


time a king and cannot decide 


which part of his life is a dream. 
The dream of being in prison is 
not an uncommon one, which though 
it is not classed by the scientists as 
a “typical” dream, could be easily 
interpreted by the disciples of the 
Freudina school, though they would 
require all the details of the dream 
in order to do so. As for the mys- 
tics, in spite of its being a rather 
disagreeable dream, they nearly all 
account it to be one of favorable 
omen, an indication of good luck and 
happiness. To dream that you 


simply see a prison is regarded by 
some as indicative of luck. As to 
escaping from your, dream-prison, 
the authorities are divided on that, 
some saying that it means tempo- 
rary success; others danger. So if 
you find yourself in jail in your 
dreams better stay there until you 
wake up—unless you are pardoned 
by some dreamland governor or 
dream that you have applied for 
such pardon, both of which. are ex- 
cellent omens. ~ ~

with all its sacrifices to annexation 
to Italy. In this spirit they will 
resist d’Annunzio and the country 
on the eastern shore of the Adriatic 
is admirably adapted to guerilla 
fighting. Nor is it by any means 
certain that the southern Slavs 
might not ultimately derive aid 
from the Austrian Germans, a por- 
tion of whose territory together 
with a quarter of a million of Ger- 
man-speaking Tyrolese, have beer 
included within Italian frontiers, 
against their will and protest. 


Finally, Italy is faced with the 
practical certainty of ‘a rising in 
Albania, where Italian troops have 


occupied large areas against the 
will of the people. Again and again, |}. 


protests have come from Albania 
against Italian domination. A ris- 


ing in Albanai, too, would be even 
more difficult to resist than in Dal- 
matia, while the Albanians, them- 
selves, have been famous for nearly 
twenty ceturies as guerilla fight- 
ers. ‘ 


At the present hour the Greeks, 
as a result of Italian tactics in 
Epirus, the Aegeam and Asia Minor, 


the southern Slavs and the AlTba- 
nians, as well as the Austrian Ger- 
mans, hate the Italians and look 
forward to an hour when they 
can regain their freedom to liber- 
ate portions of their race now held 
by Italy. 

And the Italians’ position ts 
hardly more attractive than that 
of the southern Slav. If Italy were 


forced or pushed into a war with 
the southern Slavs, at the moment 
when she faces the probability of a 
revolt in Albania and an attack in 
Asia Minor, by the Turks, whose 
territories she has recently occu- 
pied, there is at least sound reason 
for doubting the ability of her eco- 
nomic and political structure to re- 
sist the strain, which would result. 

A war between the southern Slavs 
and the Italians would not be ter- 
minated by a single swift campaign, 
nor would Italian occupation of a 
portion of the Slav territory bring 
about a settlement. The Serbs ecar- 
ried on their resistance to the 
Turks for four centuries, after Kos- 
sove enabled the Turks to overrun 
their territories. The Montenegirns 
never surrendered in their moun- 
tains, Moreover, in the recent world 
war, the Croats and Slovenians 
fought against the Italians with 
very great success until the final 
campaign of 1918, while even the 
largest of all of their country did 
not subdue the Serbs.,. 

Italy’s Internal Troubles, 

Given critical domestic situation 
of Italy, given the strain placed 
upon her by the Turkish war and 
even more by the world war, given 
the present domestic unrest and 
economic and socialistic agitation, 
the prospect of another long war, 
with the certainty of continued sac- 
rifice and cost by effort after the 
war itself and ended in a military 
occupation, might easily lead to in- 
ternal revolution. 


The best thing friends of. Italy 
can hope for is that the govern- 
ment will be able to regain control 
of the situation and restrain d’An- 


nunzio and his fellow adventurers. 
Had their operations ended at 
Fiume, a solution of the problems 
might have been found and in all 
the countries allied with Italy there 
remains a measure of sympathy 
for the Fiume claim. But if Italy 
follows d@’Annunzio into a Dalma- 
tian campaign, there will be little 
sympathy and less support for Italy 
anywhere, least of all in the United 
States. 


Even if none of the 
ers, that is, France, Britain and 
the United States, actually inter- 
vene on behalf of the southern 


Slavs, all of them will be in honor 
bound to refrain from giving Italy 
all further support, financial or ma- 
terial, league of nations or no 
leagus of nations, Americans will 
not contribute to the conquest of 
a@ race which has earned its right 
to liberty by three gallant strug- 
gles in the last decade and is in 
its resistance to Italian aggression 
fortified by every principle which 
the victors in the recent struggle 
have claimed to champion. 

Given the present situation, how- 
ever, the prospect of peaceful ac- 
cammodation seems remote in the 
extreme. When Garibaldi went on 
his immortal adventures, there was: 
Cavour, to call a halt at the right 
moment. The lack of a Cavour to- 
day may cost Italy as much as the 
absence of a Bismarck has cost Ger-

Comparatively few people 
who neglect periodical dental ex- 
aminaitons pay for their neglect by 
such a tragic end, but a whole lot 
of us do suffer seriously in health 
because of our neglect of trifling 
dental troubles. 


Take such a simple condition as 
constipation. How many victims of 
this preventable habit suffer finan- 


cially and socially as well as physi- 
cally from the handicap. I know a 
professional man whose time is very 
valuable &nd whose clients fairly 
bid against one another for his ser- 
vice, yet that man frequently has to 
leave his office and go home for 
half a day merely to obtain relief 
from his constipation. It must cost 
him about $100 per month not to 
mention the physical and_ social 
handicaps. He was launched on the 
habit by a granny who fed him cas- 
tor’ oil by the gallon when he was & 
youngster. 

I am thoroughly opposed to the 
practice of sorting over symptoms 
to see if you can find any to fit 
your case. That is a definite pre- 
disposing cause of ill health, in my 
opinion. It is the wrong way to 
check up on your physical stand- 
ing. The right way is to count up 
your assets, rather, and see how 
good you are. Begin with the teeth, 
Sound teeth mean infinitely more 
for health than any of us has rea- 
lized. Especially does this apply to 
the child with temporary teeth, for 
which good dentistry is of the ut- 
most importance. A child vith 
sound teeth rarely suffers with ade- 
noids and throat infections. It is 
impossible to estimate the prophy- 
lactic effect of prompt and skilful 
dental treatment of decay of the 
milk teeth. I am afraid even to 
mention the grave results of neg- 
lect of such treatment, for if I 
should the complacent reader might 
conclude that I am exaggerating. 
It is difficult to make most parents 
understand that a seemingly trival 
cavity in a temporary tooth can 
bring such a serious sequal as vil- 
vular heart disease, yet it is so. 

Check up your physical condition. 
Do not stop with the teeth. Can 
you pass a life insurance examina- 
tion? You don’t know, but you 
should know. Have your doctor 
give you such an examination an- 
nually and know where you stand. 
The small expense of this form of 
assurance is an item which you will 
charge off to the satisfaction that 
comes of knowing* how fit you are. 
And it is surprising how few indi- 
viduals really know whether they 
are physically sound.

If the mind did no more than pho- 
tograph the scenes which lay before 
it, there would not be many: ~sycho- 
logical problems for us. What the 
mind does may be likened to match- 
ing shades of silk and ribbon in the 
dim light of a store, for the mind 
picks out from its supply’ the 
nearest Shade ‘to the one presented 
Out of this process, which is 
that of perception, comes the plod- 
der or the dreamer of a third kind 
of personality. 

The plodder sees things about as 
they are, although he does not note 
that the actualities of nature may 
have possibilities lurking in them. 
The plodding type of mind, f ous 
for faithfulness and exactness, 
misses much that may come when 
memory takes unto itself the wings 
of imagination. But the plodder 
has his place, and can change his 
mental habits. 

The dreamer-type of mind needs 
only a suggestion from the outer 
world; then begins a sort of self- 
hynotism in which the dreamer sur- 
renders to his visions of bright 
possibility. In the dreamer-mind, 
a pumpkin is a  coach-and-four, 
mice become iiorses. Such a mind 
will write the poems, tell the stories, 
invent theories, and should have its 
place in the school of the world. 

If plodder and dream: "A ex- 


change pla... for an hour each day. 
each would be better off, since the 
Plodder needs wings, while the 
dreamer should learn to touch the 
ground with a firmer grip. In 
your own mentality, you will have 
to find out which type of mind ~os- 
sess you, so that you can make ims 
provements. 

If you plod on in the stolhidity of 
faithfulness, it might be better for 
you to give your better nature @ 
rest and indulge your brain in @ 
little romanticism. If you are 
dreamy, and are thus inclined te 
mistake the clouds in your brain 
for realities, you willl suffer no 
harm when you come down and 
trudge side by side with the plode- 
der.

Washington, December 15.—Con- 
Stress was warned today that if the 
railroads were turned back to their 
Owners without enactment mean- 
While of legislation for protection 
of the properties, two-thirds of the 
roads would be in the hands of re- 
ceivers within thirty days. 

Speaking with earnestness and 
frankness, .Chairman Cummins, of 
the senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee that drafted the pendipg rail- 
road bill, declared the senate could 
not afford to set it aside or delay 
its consideration in view of the ap- 
parent determination of President 
Wilson to end government control 
the first day of the new year. 

Breaking into the debate while 
Senators were pleading for post- 


ponement of action on all railroad! 


legislation until after the recess, 
Senator Cummins told the senate 


its duty was plain. 

“If the roads are returned with- 
out effective legislation they covld 
exist for a month,” the Iowa sena- 
tor declared amidst unusual silence, 


“and then fall into hopeless confu- 
sion, with two-thirds of them quick- 
ly ending in receivership.” 

Senator Cummins insisted con- 
eress should turn back the roads if 
satisfied the people believed in that 
policy. 

“They can go back on January 1 
m™ perfect safety,” he said, “if the 
country is assured of the bill's en- 
actment in one month's time.” 

in hope of expediting the measure 
the senate remained in session to- 
night but as new fields of argument 
were opened there developed little 
indication of final action this week. 
Leaders insisted, however, that the 
bill would be passed by a narrow 
margin before Thursday, when the 
holiday recess is expected to begin.

Reminding the senate of the presi- 
dent’s statement to congress in May 
that the roads would be handed 
back at the end of the calendar 

ear, Senator Watson, republican, 
ndiana, called attention to the fact 
that no word had come from the 
white house to indicate any change 
in the president’s position. 

Quoting from President Wilson's 
message to the special session of 
congress in May, Senator W. n, 
republican, Indiana, said the i- 
dent had made “the straight, square 
unconditional assertion that the 
roads would be handed back to their 
owners at the end of the calendar 
year.” 

“There Kas been no intimation of 
any kind from the white house that 
the president has changed his mind,” 
Senator Watson added, “and it is 
imperative that we remain here and 
enact necessary legislation to meet 
conditions arising with the end of 
federal control.” 

Answering Senator Smith, who 
said he could not believe the presi- 
dent would carry out his intention, 
the Indiana senator said hat inas- 
much as no additionai information 
has been forthcoming the senate 
Wag warranted in assuming that the 
president stood pat,.in which event, 
he declared, it was imperative to 
“remain here and enact necessary 
legislation.” 


Attacks on Measure. 


During the all-day debate the 
principal attacks on the Cummins 
bill were made by Senators Lenrovct, 
republican, Wisconsin, and Stan- 
ley, democrat, Kentucky, the former 
insisting that the roads should be 
retained by the government until 
spring. Senator Stanley, speaking 
in support of his amendment to 
eliminate the anti-strike provision, 
viciously assailed the section as “the 
most drastic and exasperating” 
ever devised to afflict laboring peo- 


ple. ; 

The anti-strike provision, Sena- 
tor Stanley asserted, was put in the 
bill over the procest of 2,000,000 rail- 
road men, who had declared they 
would not wear the yoke. It was 
so drastic, he added, that if a man 
employed with his wife in a waybill 
office took a better job with anoth- 
er road gid the wife went with him 
both could be arrested and put in 
jail for conspiracy. 

General discussion of the anti- 
strike clause brought numerous ref- 
erences to the coal] strike, and Sen- 
ator Stanley, in arguing against 
anti-strike laws, said that in the 
case of the miners thy were held 
back both by an injunction and by 
solemn notice of the president of 
the United States that their strike 
was unlawful. 

“They would not have gone back 
to work because an act of congress 
said so, when they refused after be- 
ing named in an injunction issued 
by a man they Knew, Federal Judge 
Anderson, as devoid of the touch of 
human sympathy as_a marble col- 
umn,” declared Senafor Stanley. 

Senator Cummins interjected that 
if there had been a law under which 
the miners’ dispute could have been 
submitted ton an impartial tribuna! 
there would have been no strike. 

Stanley Jabs “Uplifters.” 


Even within sound of the growl 
of the bolshevist, Senator Stanley 
continued, attempts were being 
made to try owt new-fangled ideas, 
and he predicted that it might not 
be long before “hygienic uplifters” 
tried to form some sort of a com- 
mission to select wives for men. 

After Senator Stanley had de- 
ferred the rest of his speech until 
tomorrow, the senate went to work 
on amendments. 

One by Senator Walsh, democrat, 
Montana, permitting the roads to 
retain all earnings for new con- 
struction work for ten years was 
adopted, as was an amendment by 
Senator Jones, republican, Washinge- 
ton, limiting jurisdiction of the 
transportation board over water 
transportation to inland waterways. 
An amendment by Senator Curtis, 
republican, Kansas, extending the 
bill’s provisions to short line rail- 
roads was passed over temporarily. 


PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 
PROPOSED FOR ROADS, 

Washington, December. 15.—A bill 
proposing public ownership and 
government operation of the rail- 
roads was introduced tonight by 
Senator Norris, republican, Nebras- 
ka, an dreferred to the interstate 
commerce committee. It would cre- 
ate a federal railroad corporation, 
manager by five directors appointed 
by the president and have $10,000,- 
000,000 of stock with additional 
“employees’ stock,” subject to sub- 
scription only by railroad employees 
equal to one-fourth of the book val- 
ue of the railroad property. 

The public would be permitted 
to subscribe to the general stock 
of the company which would be 
authorized to take over existing 
railroad properties by condemnation 
proceedings and also build new 
lines. 

The Norris bill also provides for { 
issuance of government bonds for 
financing the corporatfon and would 
limit its stock dividends to 6 per 
cent, with excess earnings reverting 
to the government,

COFFEE AND MILK 
FIXED AT 5 CENTS 


Nickle Is Price Ordered 
by Manget for Tea, Co- 
coa, Chocolate Milk and 
Similar Drinks. 


A maximum charge of five cents 
per glass for tea, coffee, cocoa, 
chocolate, chocolate milk, sweet 
milk and buttermilk, applying to 
restaurants, hotels, soda fountain» 
and other establishments selling the 
products, was ordered yesterday by 
John A. Manget, chairman of the 
Fulton county fair price committee. 
The new prices go in effect Tuesday 
morning, Decemebr 16, and dealers 
have already been notified of the 
changes. s 
In anticipation of possible means 
that might be used to defeat the 
order, Mr. Manget stated that the 
cups or glasses used in dispensing 
must hold at least six fluid ounces, 
except buttermilk glasses, which 
must hold ten fluid ounces. The 
milk used must be pure cow’s milk 
with 4 per cent butter fat or more. 

The orders affect practically ev- 
ery hotel and restaurant in Atlanta, 
while in very few exceptions, al) 
soda foundtains receive ten cents 


for chocolate milk, vanilla milk an@ 
similar drinks. 


Profit at Five Cents. 


In order to make the effect of 
the new law felt, Mr. Manget stated 


necessary. 

“Five cents a glass gives the deal- 
ers enough profit. Soda fountains, 
selling milk at a nickel a glass, 
means $1.05 a gallon to the soda 
fount operators, while dairymen are 
allowed only $1.per gallon. How- 
ever, if there are any dealers who 
think they cannot make a reason- 
able profit at milk products selling 
for five cents a glass, the fair price 
committee meets early in January, 
and dealers may ffile’ protests 
against the order. 1 want the peo- 
ple to report dealers who violate 
this order, for the violators are cer- 
tainly laying themselves open to in- 
dictment by the federal grand jury.” 

irman’s Order. 
; Chairman Manget’s order, in full, fol- 
ows: 

Notice to soda fountains, hotels, restaur- 
ants: 

Effective Tuesday morning, December 16, 
late, cocoa, chocolate milk, sweet milk and 
buttermilk must not exceed 5 cents per cup 
or glass. All cups and glasses for vending 
above articles must contain at least six 
finid ounces, except buttermilk glasses, 
which must contain at least ten fluid 
ounces. All milk served must be pure cow’s 
milk, with 4 per cent butter fat or more. 

This will allow venders 5 cents per gal- 
lon more for milk than dairymen are re- 
quired to sell for delivered in pint bottles at 
residences. 

It is hoped that everyone coneerned will 
co-operate fully, this being the first regu- 
lation promulgated affecting this class of 
venders, The public is urged to report any 
violation of the above ruling to this office 
in writing, giving the name and address; 
also report any failure of venders to sup- 
ply said drinks. 

This order being issued while fair price 
committee was not in session, and venders 
concerned who claim the price 
may file at this office sworn statements to 
substantiate his claim, showing his cost in 
detail, to be submitted at the January 
meeting of the fair price committee.

“Fees on all passenger cars, 23- 
horsepower and under, $11.25; for 
24-horsepower, $14.40; 25-horsepow- 
er, $15, etc. Each horsepower from 
23 up is 60 cents per horsepower. 
from one up.” 

The secretary requests that the 
applicant write on the envelope en- 
closing his application the letters. 
“M. D.,” standing for motor vVehi- 
cle department. This will greatly 
expedite the handling of applica- 
tions, as letters so directed will gu 
directly to that department and will 
be opened ahead of other mail. 

Clerks in the secretary of state’s 
office are now completing the con- 
solidation of the: figures showing 
the number of licenses issued for 
the current year and already have 
available the figures for the larger 
counties. They will show more than 
15 per cent increase on the licenses 
sold last year.

(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, December 15.—By 
joint resolutions introduced today 


to be acted upon by both branches 
without committee reference, con- 
gress will at once give the neces- 
Sary authority to the secretary of 
war to construct a pontoon bridge 
for temporary use across the CKat- 
tahoothee river at West Point. Sen- 
ator Harris introduced the resolu- 
tion in the senate today and Con- 
gressman W. C. Wright introduced 
a Similar one in the house. The text 
of the Wright resolution, which is 
the same practically as that of Sen- 
ator Harris, follows: 

*“‘Joint resolution: 

‘“‘Authorizing the secretary of war to fur- 
nish material. forces and help for the con- 
struction of a pontoon bridge for temporary 
use across the Chattahoochee river at West 
Point, Ga. 

“Whereas, the recent heavy rainfalls in 
the northern and western portions of the 
state of Georgia caused the Chattahoochee 
river to reach a high-water mark not 
equaled in the past half century thereby 
causing great damage to property and much 
ineonvenience and suffering to the people 
residing along and near said river; and, 

‘Whereas, the city of West Point, Ga., 
has suffered great loss on account of the 
said swollen condition of said river—the 
business area of the city being inundated 
and the wagon bridge across the river at 
West Point being swept away, thereby 
cutting off the business section from a 
large portion of the residential section of 
said city to the great inconvenience of the 
peonle: therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, by the senate and the house 
of representatives of the United States of- 
America in congress assembled, That the 
secretary of war be, and he is hereby au- 
thorized and directed, to furnish material, 
forces and help to construct ac said river 
West Point. Ga.. a pentoor bridge for

Thi is a slack month for garden- 
ers Manure, lime and fertilizers 
may be provided for. Seeds should 
be ordered now so that the planting 
will not be delayed. It is a good 
plan to manure heavily one year 
and lime heavily the next. 

This is the month to prune 
grapes. Cut the bunch grapes back 
to 5 buds for vines 4 to 6 years old. 

Fifty buds for 8 to 10 or more 
years old.

Cut them into lengths 
of 15 inches, or three or more gooa 
buds. Tie in small bunches and 
bury in the earth. Plant out in 
rows in the spring, setting deep 
enough so only one bud is above the 
ground.

6tUROU SeZuUeK has veen depused by 
Parhney Dreyluss as manager of his 
Pittsburg club, and another high 
Class man drops out of professional 
baseball. ‘there were evidences all 
last season that Bezdek was not 
approved entirely by Dreyfuss, al- 
though the failure of the Pirates to 
make good their high promise was 
due, not to management, but to 
the failure of star pitchers to show 
condition early in the season. At 
the end of the National league sea- 
son Pittsourg had either the best or 
second best team in the league and 
was Playing fine ball. 

It seems rather a brave thing 
for an owner to drop a man who 
has become a popular hero in Penn- 
Syivania, Bezdek’s handling of the 
Penn State football team this fall 
Save a dark horse a claim to Fast- 
ern championship honors and at 
least no team has a_ better claim. 
It is announced that Dreyfuss’ only 
objection to Bezdek was that he 
held two jobs, meaning that he 
could not give complete attention 
to baseball. Since he held the jobs 
when Dreyfuss selected him as man- 
ager the objection comes rather 
late. The real reason is that Bez- 
dek would not return to Pittsburg 
unless certain that he was to have 
complete control, and that the own-:

Travers’ Defeat. 

I am moved to write these sev- 
eral articles on this particular Brit- 
ish championship because the inva- 
sionof playersfrom this side of the 
Atlantic was on the largest scale the 
classic has ever seen. Further, 
Ouimet’s defeat of Vardon and Ray 
had raised hopes here of a victory. 
And Travers, to, was’ thought a 
possible winner. I think no single 
championship has been so widely 
discussed in this country as this 
one. 

The first American winner of the 
day was Fraser Hale, who came in 
with a victory of 5 and 3 ever W. K. 
Whigham, a plus 4 man of the Royal 
St. Georges club, a golfer almost as 
well known in the United States and 
Canada as in England. Fred Her- 
reshoff, too, played excellent golf 
and defeated Mr. St. John, of North- 
umberland, 4 and 8. 

Oulmet playedwell, going 
practically in par figures.

Neither of ther 
had had much experience outside 0; 
certain courses near New York and 
Boston, and & very few somewhat 
similar ones in the near mid- 
dle west. Experience counts in such 


cases, and those of us who had had 
amore varied experience lasted 
longer against stiffer opponents, 

Critics have exhausted their in- 
grenuity trying to explain how Mr. 
Travers happened upon defeat af 
the hands of a man twice his age, 
and making a 
less than 88, Mr. Travers’ own 
could not have been less than $90, 
and yet only the week before he 
had made the course in 69, and a 
few weeks before that he had been 
playing his brilliant best at Weste 
ward Ho. 

Where so many fine critics have 
spoken, I can only offer my own 
suggestions with the excuse that 
they are borme of years of practie 
cal experiences. 


Had Great Game. 


Mr. Travers had a remarkable 
game with peculiar limitations. The 
best features being long iron shots 
and putting. In America he used 
a Schenectady exclusively; in Eng- 
land. he used the orthodox putter. It 
failed him in his match with Pal- 
mer, missed putts running up his 
score. Even on the last hole it was 
a missed putt, that settled the game. 
With his trusty Schenectady that 
might never have happened, and in 
time of trouble one longs for an old 
friend. 

Then there is another little thing 
that may have affected the result. 
Critics for a long time had insisted 
that Mr. Travers was able to play 
up and down to his opponents, thus 
often being able to rest himself dur- 
ing easy matches of a championship, 
To my way of thinking, no more 
fallacious golf idea exists. If we 
hear a thing often enough, however, 
sometimes we come to believe it. 
Is it possible that Travers seeing 
the condition of Mr. Palmer’s game 
failed to take advantage of the 
early holes only to run up against 
the last three perfectly played.

DOWNWARD TREND 
IN STOCKS MONDAY 


Another Moderate Recov- 
ery in Foreign Exchange 
and Improved Industrial 
Situation Is Ignored by 
Stocks. 


New York, December 15.—Price 
movements during today’s desulto- 
ry session of the stock exchange 
were mainly downward, despite fur- 
ther moderate improvement in the 
international exchange situation and 
more hopeful signs in domestic in- 
dustrial conditions. 

These factors were offset by 
tighter money, due mainly to heavy 
transfers of bank funds in connec- 
tion with the paymentof federal in- 
come taxes and the decision of the 
United States supreme court sus- 
taining the validity of war-time 
prohibition. 

General news over the week-end 
dealt with the unabated demand for 
merchandise at leading business 
centers, variable gains in tonnage 
at principal railway terminals and 
the plansof American bankers for 
the formulation of a comprehensive 
foreign trade program. 

The deadlock in congress respect- 
ing the immediate future of the 
transportation systems was again 
reflected in the heaviness of rails, 
while latest aspects of the Mexi- 
can situation accounted for the re- 
action among oils. 

The latter group, together with 
motors and their subsidiaries, 
equipments, shippings and affiliated 
issues were 3 to 8 points down at 
their worst, but rallied sharply in 
the final dealings, when call money 
eased from 9 per cent to 6, a few 
leaders recording moderate gains 
at their close. 

Trading in bonds was unusually 
extensive, but irregular as to Libe 
erty, Victory and foreign issues.

Big Reduction in Georgia 
Wheat; National Estimate 


Georgia has cut her wheat acre- 
age between 10 and 15 ner cent, ac- 
cording to the co-operative crop 
reporting service for Georgia. a 
joint azency of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, J. J. Brown, 
commissioner, and the United 
States bureau of crop estimates, Z. 
R. Pettet. field agent. This is due to 
a variety of causes. 

In the first place, there was great 
difficulty in breaking the ground 
early in the season on account of 
dry weather. Recently the ‘tremen- 


dous rains have made it impossibie 
to .put in xrain in north Georgia. 
Next. is the resumption of normal 
crop pDianting after the War emer- 
zency has passed. Since five years 
axo there was less than 150,000 
acres of wheat planted in the state. 

For patriotic reasons this area 
was greatiy increased during the 
war, reaching as high as about 
350.000 as a miximum. The crop is 
now working back toward its old 


basis. 
Stop. Look, Listen. 

Many of the correspondents very 
earnestly call our aitention to the 
fact that the reduction in wheat 
acreage is a warning that heavy 
acreage of cotton may be expected 
next season as the farmers do not 
want to utilize their ground for 
this crop which will prevent the 
planting of so much cotton. These 
remarks apply principally to north 
Georgia. which is the _ principal 
wheat growing section and which 
was not so badly injured by the boll 
weevil during 1918. 

Studv of previous records bearing 
upon this subject show that this is 
likelv to be the case. At least the 
reverse is true. that is, when the 
grain acreage is expanding, the cot- 
ton acreage is bound to be reducea. 

The estimates for the nresent 
season is 222.000 acres against a 
revised acreage of 225.00 acres. 
last vear. It seems a step backward 
to have to record this decrease in 
a verv important crop in diversified 
farming. but the 


thousands of individual farm re- 


ports as Well as the percentage es- 
timates of our regular correspond- 
ents show that it is necessary. It 
seems to be statewide, although * 
here and there a county is found 
which has made some increase. 

As might be expected the crop is 
about 3 points below the 10-year 
average, due to poor germination 
conditions, siow start. lack of com- 
plete fertilizer and the severe 
weather we are tust having. 


The National Crop. 

Washington, December 15.—Win- 
ter wheat acreage this fall shows 
a heavy decrease compared with 
that planted a year ago, the de- 
partment of agriculture’s first es- 
timate of the area. issued today, 
placing it at 38,770,000 acres, which 
is 11.719.000 acres. or 23.20 per cent 
less than 1918 sowings. Last year's 
acreaze was a record one in re- 
sponse to government requests and 
because of the guaranteed Drive 
for wheat. This year’s acreage, 
however. is the fourth largest ever 
planted. 

The estimate of winter wheat pro- 
duction is made by the government 
until spring but the condition of 
the crop on December was 
points lower than the ten-year av- 
erage and 13 points below’ last 
vear’s December 1 condition, being 
85.2 per cent of a normal.

MINERAL OUTPUT 


SHOWS INCREASE! 


‘Production in Georgia for 
1918 in Excess of $9,000,- 
000, Dr. S. W. McCallie 

_ Tells Geological Board. 


Figures presented by State Geol- 
ogist S. W. McCallie at the quar- 
terly meeting of the gbological 
board, held in the govérnor’s office, 
showed the value of the mineral 
output of Georgia for the year 1918 
to be in excess of nine million dol- 
lars, which Dr. McCallie said was 
the highest in the history of the 
state. E 


a 
twenty-two 
minerals that are being commercial- 
ly developed, thereby indicating the 
wide variety. of the mineral re- 
scuroes of the state. Statistics from 
twenty of these showed a mineral 
production aggfegating $8,858,055. 
The figures for’gold and ochre were 
not available, but Mr. McCallie said 
they would easily bring the total 
over Nine millions. 

The brick and tile product led all 
other items, furnishing .approxi- 
mately one-third of the total, with 
$2,944,869. Marble came second with 
approximately $1,250,000. Iron ore 
third, its value being $878,612. 
The next three in order were: Clays, 
$641,283; granite, $558,296; barytes, 
$418,000. . 

In variety of mineral production, 
Bartow county leads all the others, 
showing a quantity production com- 
mercially oF no less than five impor. 
tant minerals, namely, barytes, iron 
ore, bauxite, Manganese and ochre. 
On three of these it has a monopoly, 
so far as. this state is concerned, 
barytes, manganese and ochre. 

The barytes production of Bartow 
county furnishes probably the most 
notable mineral development of the 
State in recent years. Assistant 
Geologist Hull reports that, since its 
beginning in 1916, the production in 
this county has grown to be one-haif 
of the country’s total output. He 
estimates that there will be pro- 
duced this ~year 90,000 short tons, 
worth $675,000.

take care of the crop. The Val- 
dosta Chamber of Commerce is in- 
teresting itself in a campaign to 
promote tobacco growing. 

E. L. Ring and W. B. Smith, to- 
bacco agents for railroads, have hetd 
conferences with the chamber and 
many prospective tobacco growers. 

Another meeting has been called 
for Wednesday and the plan is to 
interest a large number of farmers 
to plant a few acres in tobacco 
rather than have a smaller number 
plunge on a crop with which many 
of them are unfamiliar. Statistics 
recently compiled show that more 
than 11,000,000 pounds of tobacco 
was grown in south Georgia last 
season and marketed in the nine 
leading tobacco markets at an aver- 
age of about 18 cents per pound.

(Special.)—Reports from around the 
county show that a large acreage is 
being planted in oats this year, ana 
with no backset the yield crop is 
expected to be a fine one. The 
weather so far has been very pro- 
pitious for the growth of the crop 
and it is looking in splendid condi- 
tion.

ASSURED AMERICA 
FOR SIX MONTHS 


New York, December 15.—A six 
months’ supply of German vat dyes 
to tide American consumers over 
until the time when American man- 
ufacturers hope to have available a 
full line of these important colors, is 
assured, according to a cablegram 
received today from the head of the 
German dye syndicate by Dr. 
Charles H. Herty, chemical adviser 
to the American section of the rep- 
arations committee of the peace 
conference. Part of these dyes are 
to be supplied on highly advan- 
tageous financial terms by the Ger- 
mans under the “compulsory fea- 
tyres of the peace treaty, payment 
being made in marks at the present 
depreciated rate of exchange, while 
the remainder will be sold by them 
in dollar prices, figured at approx- 
imately the peacetime value of the 
mark. 

American purchasers have agreed 
to have all the imported dystuffs 
consigned to the trade association 
known as the Textile Alliance and 
allocated through that body. 

The peace treaty required Ger- 
many, Dr. Herty said, to surrender 
50 per cent of its stocks of dyes to 
the reparations commission for dis- 
tribution among the aullies. The 
American share of this would have 
supplied only 30 per cent of the im- 
mediate American demand and 
would not have been available until 
sixty days after proclamation of 
peace. By the present arrangements, 
the Germans have agreed to turn 
over these stocks, about 20,000 tons, 
immediately, selling them at their 
list prices in marks, now worth less 
than one-tenth of their par value, 
and to fill the’ remaining parts of 
the American orders at the higher 
rate of four marks to the dollar for 
vat dyes and five marks to the dol- 
lar for general colors. 


WARD CASE WILL GO 
TO SUPREME COURT 


Macon, Ga., December 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A motion for a new trial in 
the case of Will Ward, under sen- 
tence of from two to five years foi- 
lowing his conviction on a charge of 
voluntary manslaughter, —_ been 
overruled by Judge H. A. Mathews, of 
the Macon circuit, and the Georgia 
supreme court will be called on to 
say whether Judge Mathews erred 
in his charge to the jury, as claimed 
by the defense. 

The case was tried recently at 

Perry, in Houston.county, and at- 
tracted a great deal of attention at 
the time. Ward shot and killed 
Fern Wigginton, who was working 
under Ward at the logging camp of 
the Massee-Felton Lumber compa- 
ny, near Bonaire, and who boarded 
at the Ward home. : It was claimed 
that Wigginton had made an attack 
on Mrs. Ward in her own home and 
when accused by Ward he is alleged 
to have denied it and, according to 
Ward's statement, advanced on him 
with a knife, whereupon he shot 
him. 
' In the motion for a new trial it 
was contended, that Judge Mathews 
had erred in failing to charge the 
full law touching the right to kill 
in defense of ‘“‘wife and habitation,” 
and also in failing to charge that a 
serious injury, only, intended by 
Wiggington against Ward, would 
have justified the killing. 

Both Ward and Wiggington were 
formerly from Pickens county and 
Ward is a typical mountaineer. He 
is foreman of the Massee-Felton 
logging plant and is highly thought 
of by his empléyers. John R. Coop- 
er and State Senator B. J, Fowler, 
of Macon, are waging the fight to 
gain a new trial for Ward. 


SALE OF TIMBER SETS 
RECORD IN VALDOSTA 


Valdosta, Ga. December 15.— 
(Special.)—The sale of saw mill and 
turpentine privileges on the Fisher 
H. Gaskins lands in Berrien county, 


establishes a record price for tim- 
ber and disposes of one of the finest 
of the few bodies of round timber 


now left in the state. The lands 
in question are located a few miles 
northwest of Nashville, 8,000 acres 
covered wtih magnificent long-leaf 
yellow pine Which has never been 
worked by turpentine or saw mill 


en. 
Willis & Norman, turpentine op- 
erators who have been located for 
some time at Mineola .in this coun- 
ty, bought the Gaskins lands, pay- 
ing $200,000 for the: saw mill and 
turpentine rights on the 8,000 acres. 
It is understood that Willis & Nor- 
man will begin operation on the 
tract as soon as possible, working 
the timber for naval stores first. It 
will require about three years’ time 
to complete the turpentine opera- 
tions, after which a large saw mill 
will be built, probably at Nash- 


ville, to cut the merchantable tim- 
ber on the tract.

D’ANNUNZIO ARMY 
TO LEAVE FIUME 


And Italian Regulars to 
Take Charge—Agree- 
‘ment by Which Italy Is 
to Annex Fiume. 


Fiume, December 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Preparations are 
under way for the evacuation of 
Fiume by Gabriele d’Annunzio, and 
the occupation of the city by a con- 
tingent of the regular Italian army 
headed by General Caviglia, former 
minister of war. 

Italy is to have tomplete sover- 
elgnty over Fiume and all the pro- 
visions of the treaty of London are 
to be carried out under the terms 
of a compact signed by Premier Nit- 
ti and d’Annunzio, according to a 
statement made by d’Annunzio’s 
press representative. France, Great 
Britain and Italy are in agreement 
that Italy shall annex Fiume, it was 
asserted. 

D’Annunzio i8 declared to consider 
that all of his an,bitions which re- 
sulted in the seizure of Fiume have 
been attained and that the agree- 


ment signed with Premier Nitti ful- 
ly guarantees their realization. 

General Caviglia has arrived in 
Trieste on his way to Fiume to take 
over the city on bahalf of the ltal- 
ian government. 

Caviglia Not Informed. 

Trieste, December 15.—By the As- 
sociated Press.)—General Caviglia, 
former minister of war, told the As- 
seciated Press correspondent today 
that. he had not been informed con- 
cerning the reported agreement be- 
tween the Italian government and 
Gabriele d’Annunzio, under which, 
according to a statement made Sun- 
day by Signor Pedrazzi, head of 
d’Annunzio’s press burecu, the sol- 
dier-poet would hand over command 
of Fiume to regular troops under 
command of. General Caviglia. | 
“Tt know nothing of the solution 
of the Fiume dispute,” said General 
Caviglia, who arrived here yester- 
day and conferred with the com- 
manger of the troops. on the 
armistice line adjacent to Fiume. “I 
am -here awaiting orders. I have 
rumors of an agreement with _ re- 
rard to Fiume having been reached, 
but not officially. It is not true 
that I am going to take command 
at Fiume, * * * at least up to the 
present.”

GOING TO ROME.

TURPENTINE BUSINESS 
DEPLETES PINE FORESTS 


Department of Agriculture 
Advises Care in Tapping 
of Trees. 


— | 


By J. H. Benton. 
Washington, December 15.--The 
prevailing high prices for turpen- 
tine and rosin rapid depletion of 
the long leaf pine forests caused by 
heavy cuttings, enhancement of 
value in turpentine timber, are the 
subjects discussed by the United 
States department of agriculture in- 
statements issued today. 

Every effort should be made, the 
department says, to turpentine the 
trees that are sure to be cut in the 
course of the next four years’ regu- 
lar lumbering operations, since this 
is true conservation of a resource 
which will not be hereafter avail- 
able. Wasteful practices and inef+ 
ficient and@ unprofitable tapping of 
young trees must be avoided to con- 
serve turpentine resources. 

The long leaf pine forests of the 
south are becoming so rapidly de- 
pleted by heavy cuttings of timber 
and destructive methods of turpen- 
tining that many turpentine opera- 
tors who have depended on this spe- 
cies for naval stores are now turn- 
ing their attention~to the west as a 
possible source of such stores when 
their present stands of timber are 
no longer productive. 

It is quite possible that a method 
of turpentining similar to that car- 
ried on in the Florida national for- 
est under the supervision of the for- 
est service can readily be used in 
the west. According to this prac- 
tice the largest flow possible with- 
out injury to the trees is obtained 
by following a number of slashings 
with several seasons of rest. The 
cutting is done in such a way as 
not to impair the timber value of 
the trees. 

In the south much of the work of 
slashing the tree and gathering the 
rosin is undertaken by negroes 
especially adept at this sort of task. 
To undertake turpentining in the 
west will involve the importation of 
a large number of skilled laborers 
or the training of men living in the 
region, 

A question yet to be exactly de- 
termined is the extent that western 
yellow pine can be turpentined 
without reducing the yield of tim- 
ber. Since this is the first consid- 
eration of the forest service, any 
inquiry undertaken by the forest 
service representatives and private 
interests would give careful con- 
sideration to this point. 

A new high mark for turpentine 
timber value in Florida is indicated 
by the latest bids received for three 
sections of timber on the Florida 
National forest that were received 
by the forest service. of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. The round 
average bid for all the turpentine 
timber offered on the forest was 
$225 a thousand, and for the three 
sections mentioned above the high- 
est bid was $256.50 a thousand. This, 
the forest service say, is more than 
oe oe than bids previously re- 
ceived.
